pursuance  of  the  direotivp  principles  ensflrined.in  the  said  Article  48  of  the  Constitution  of  India; 


AND  WftTR'BAS  the  origi ual  extent  of  2,02  152  act es  of  land  are  getting  water  supply 
from  the  Para mbi turn m-Aliyar  Project  for  irrigation  on  rotational  hasis  from  the  year  1967  by 
dividing  the  entir  i ayacuts  of  1,02,152  acres  of  land  into  three  zones  aid  by  supplying 
ater  o ice  In  1 8 months  on  rotatio  ml  basis  to  each  zone; 


AND  WHEREAS  ever  since  the  inception  of  Parambikulam-Aliyar  Project,  there  have  been 
frequent  representations  from  the  ryots  of  the  provorbially  drought-prone  talu  s of  Pall  dam, 
DhatiRuram,  Udumaipet  and  Polla chi  for  the  extension  of  existing  a acut  of  th  • Patambiki.lam- 
\liyar  Project,  so  that  more  drought-prone  areas  can  have  the  benefit  of  irrigation  ; 


AND  WHEREAS  the  Government  have  approved  * he  extension  of  ayacut  under  Parambi- 
kulam  Aliyar  Project  by  1,73,00  i acres  ol  land  in  ti  e above  said  taluks  ; 
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AND  WHEREAS  the  Government  have  issued  orders  in  G.O.  Mr.  No.  126,  Pi  blic  Works 
Department,  dated  the  29th  day  of  Januai  y 1976  adding  1,15,000  acres  oi  land  to  the 
irrigation  system  covered  by  Parambikt  U ir-Aliyjr  ft  eject ; 


AND  WHEREAS  two  writ  petitions  were  filed  in  the  High  Court,  Madras  in  W.  Ps.  Nt . 
575/78  and  1309/78  against  the  said  order  and  the  Higl  Court  has  directed  that  bclord-  si  ppJytrg 
water  to  the  new  ayacutdar^  in  the  extendec.  ayacut,  the  original  aye.tuidm  are  first  assured  oi 
supply  ol  sufficient  water  subject  to  availability  once  in  eighteen  months,  as  regujgrly  as  possible 
or  practicable  ; f / ^ 


AND  WHEREAS  in  view  ot  the  wbdve  direction  oi  the  tiign  Court,  Macrife^lhe  \ Govern- 
ment have  called  for  a uetailed  report  from  ti  e Chief  Engineer  (Irrigation)  wnett  ltas  reported 
that  with  the  available  water  potential,  waiertan  be  supplied  to  the  extended  area  by  dividing  the 
entire  ayaoutsinto  lour  zones,  each  zone  getting  water  for  a period  of  months  to  6 months 
onceintwo  years  and  therefore,  has  si  ggestec.  that  water  may  be  supplied  to  ti  t new  ayatuts  ot 
i.75  lakbs  acres  of  land  from  the  s„i»  project :

BE  it  enacted  by  tl  e Legislative  Assembly  of  ti  e itatc  of  Tamil  Nadu  in  the  Fo:s  ’ % 
fourth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Parambikulam-Aliyar  Pi  eject  (Rcgi  1:  tic  a > 1 
Water-Supply)  Act,  1993.

(2)  It  appliesto  ti  e Coimbatore'and  Periyar  districts  in  the  State  cf  Tamil  Nadu 

(3)  It  si  ail  come  into  force  at  once. 


2.  Inthis  Act , unlessthe  context  otherwise  requires,— 

(a)  ‘Government’ means  the  State  Government,; 

(b)  ‘owner*  in  relation  to  any  land  includes  any  pc?  son  having  an  iau.1  ■ 
such  land  ; 

(p)  ‘Parambikulam-Aliyar  Project’,  includes  the  Parambiki  k m Nam  ounaft 
Udumaipet  canal  and  High  level  canal  ir  Palar  Basin  and  the  Pcllacbi  canal. 
Vettaikaranpudur  canal,  Sethumadai  canal  and  tleAliyar  Feeder  canal  in  the  Alive? 
Basin  and  their  distributaries; 

(d)  ‘Schedule’  means  the  Scledule  appgfidud  to  this  Act. 

.3 • (0  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  fora 
or  in  any  judgment,  decree  or  order  of  any  court,  Tribunal  or  other  authority  or  any 
cu  stom,  agreement  or  usage  or  any  rule,  notification  or  order  made  or  i.  sued  by  1 1 e 
Government  relating  to  inclusion  of  ayaci  ts  in  the  Parambiki  IanrAliyai  T:c  y e or 
supply  of  water  to  such  ayaci  ts  or  pans  thereof  and  in  force  cn  the  date  of  public: 
tion  of  this  Act  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Government  Gazette , the  Government  may,  after 
consulting  the  Chief  Engineer  (Irrigation)  or  such  other  officer  or  authority  as  they 
may  consider  necessary,  by  notification,  regulate  on  rotational  basis  in  accordance 
witl  tie  rules  as  may  be  prescribed,  the  supply  of  water  for  agricullv.nil  purposes 
to  a total  extent  of  3,77,152  acres  of  land  in  the  Parambikulam-Aliyar  Project, 
com,  in  the  four  zoies  as  specified  in  the  Schedule.  . ^ ! 


(2)  The  Government  stall,  before  issuing  a notification  under  sub-section  (1), 
take  into  consideration  the  follcwingmatteis 

(a)  the  interest  of  the  general  public ; 

(i)  tire  maximum  possible  advantage  which  mayresu  It  in  agriculti  i &1  produo 
tion  in  extending  the  supply  of  water  to  more  lands  ; 


(c)  the  advantage  of  bringing  prospeiity  to  the  backward  and  drought-prone 
areas  by  bringing  ttfem  within  the  ayacuts  ; 

(d)  the  availability  of  water  to  the  existing  hyacuts  ; 

» (<?)  the  optimum  utilisation  of  the  available  water  to  a larger  extent  of 

ayacuts  ; ano 


CO  su  cl  other  matter  s as  may  be  prescribed. 


4.  No  court  shall  entertain  any  suit  ox  application  for  ’he  issue  c ; any  inannicr.  cr  interim 
order  restraining  any  proceeding  whiohis  being  or  about  to  betakenundtr  seuicn  3 ortherules 
made  thereunder  for  regulating  the  supply  of  water,  by  the  Government  or  by  any  officer 
authorised  under  section  5,  in  the  P.arambikulam-Aliyar  Project.

5.  (1)  1 he  Government  may,  by  notification,  authorise  any  offioer  not  below  the  rank  of 
Chief  Engineer  (Irrigation)  to  exercise  the  power  s 1 o regulate  the  supply  of  water  for  agricultural 
purposes  vested  in  them  under  section  3. 

(2)  The  exercise  of  any  power  delegated  under  sub-section  (1)  shall  be  subject  to  such 
restrictions  and  conditions  as  may  be  speoihed  in  the  notification  and  subject  also  to  control 
and  revision  by  the  Government. 

6.  (1)  No  suit,  prosecution  orother  legal  proceedings  shall  lie  against  any  person  foif any- 
thing which  is  in  good  faith  done  or  intended  to  be  done  in  pursuance  cf  this  Act. 


(2)  No 'Suit  or  ether  legal  proceedings  shall  lie  against  the  Government  for  any  damage 
caused  or  likely  to  be  caused  by  anything  which  is  in  gccc  faith  done  or  intended  to  be  done  in

v.  If  any  difficulty  arise  s^in  giving  eifect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  tne  Government  may, 
by  an  order  published  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Government  Gazette,  make  such  provisions  not  incon- 
sistent with  tbe  provisions  of  this  Act.  as  appear  to  them  to  be  necessary  pf  expedient  for  remov- 
ing the  difficulty:  lb  L,„

rrevided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  alter  the  expiry  ol  a penou  oi  two  years  from 
the  date  of  publication  of  this  Act  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Government  Gazette. 


8.  The  Government  may,  by  no  dll  option,  amend  the  Schedule  prospectively  or  retrospec- 
tively. 

9.  (1)  The  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Government  (Jcze/.e,  make 
rules  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  (a)  All  rulftTmade  under  this  Act  shall  be  published  in  the  Jamil  Nadu  Government 
Gazette  and  pnless  they  are  expressed  to  ccme  into  force  on  a particular  day,  shall  come  into 
force  on  the  day  on  which  they  are  so  published. 


(b)  All  notifications  issued  .-nder  this  Act  shall,  unless  they  are  expressed  to  come  into 
force  on  a particular  day,  c tine  into  force  on  the  date  on  which  they  are  published. 

(3)  Every  rule,  or  order  made  or  notification  issued  under  this  Act  shall,  as  st. on  as  possi- 
ble after  it  is  made  or  issued, be  placed,  on  the  tabled  the  Legislative  Assembly,  anc  if  before  the 
exoirx;ofiii^»  inwhjch  jt  is  so  placed  ot  the  next  session,  the  Legislative  Assembly  agrees 
tv>at  should^k^e- m&c-e  yr  issued,  the  rule  or  preer  or,  notifica- 

tio  n 'shautte^ft  er  have'efiect.only  in  form  or  be  of  no  effect,  as  the  case  may  be, 

so  however,'  that  any  such  modification  ot  annulment  shall  be  without  prejudice  U the  vaiiouv 
of’ anything  previously  done  under  that  rule  or  order  or  notification.
